LEADING  EASTERN  COLLEGES 


Students  Come  from  Fivd  Foreign 

Countries,    Twenty-Two    States 


Twenty-two  states  and  five  foreign  coun- 
tries were  represented  at  Governor  Dummer 
for  the  1953-54  school  year.  There  were  one 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  boarders  and  twenty- 
four  day  students  on  opening  day,  making 
a  total  of  two  hundred  and  thirteen  boys. 
Every  available  room  was  filled.  In  addition 
one  boy  and  one  master  had  to  be  assigned 
temporary  rooms  in  the  Infirmary  and  Man- 
sion House  respectively. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  came 
from  the  following  states:  California  3,  Con- 
necticut 8,  Delaware  2,  Iowa  1,  Indiana  2, 
Illinois  2,  Maine  14,  Maryland  1,  Michigan  1, 
Minnesota  2,  Nebraska  1,  New  Hampshire  6, 
New  Jersey  5,  New  York  24,  Ohio  1,  Pennsyl- 
vania 5,  Rhode  Island  3,  Texas  1,  Vermont  1, 
Virginia  1,  and  Wisconsin  1. 

Foreign  students  came  from:  Bermuda  1, 
Canada  1,  England  1,  Japan  1,  and  Liberia  2. 
In  addition,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Mexico,  and  the 
Netherlands  West  Indies  were  represented  by 
American  boys  whose  parents  are  now  resi- 
dent in  those  countries. 


HEADMASTER  VISITS  ALUMNI 

NOW  ATTENDING  COLLEGE 


Beside  the  regular  annual  dinners  at  Bos- 
ton. New  York,  and  Portland,  the  program 
of  alumni  activities  this  year  has  again  in- 
cluded several  smaller  reunions  for  Governor 
Dummer  graduates  now  attending  college. 

This  year  Mr.  Eames  and  Mr.  Witherspoon, 
accompanied  by  members  of  the  faculty,  have 
been  hosts  at  such  reunion  dinners  at  Am- 
herst. Brown,  Dartmouth,  Harvard,  and 
Princeton.  In  each  case  the  program,  designed 
to  keep  the  younger  alumni  informed  of 
events  at  the  Academy,  has  been  largely 
informal  but  has  included  a  brief  talk  by  the 
Headmaster  and  a  showing  of  school  movies. 


Harvard,  Amherst,  and,  Dartmouth 
Are  Most  Popular  Choices 


The  quality  of  scholastic  work  performed 
by  a  school  is  shown  not  only  by  the  pro- 
portion of  her  students  who  secure  admission 
to  college,  but  fully  as  much  by  the  type  of 
college  most  of  her  graduates  enter. 

The  school  is,  therefore,  proud  of  the  fol- 
lowing study,  which  shows  which  colleges  the 
largest  number  of  Governor  Dummer  gradu- 
ates have  entered  during  the  past  eight  years, 
that  is,  since  the  end  of  the  war  permitted 
free  choice  of  colleges. 

The  study  also  shows  that  the  Academy 
does  not  prepare  exclusively  for  two  or  three 
colleges.  Instead,  the  school's  graduates  are 
widely  distributed.

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$250,000  BEQUEST  TO  BE  ADDED 

TO  GENERAL  ENDOWMENT  FUNDS 


Early  in  January  word  was  received  that 
the  school  had  been  named  a  beneficiary 
under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Zella  M.  Wil- 
liams of  New  York  City.  Miss  Williams,  who 
died  in  New  \  ork  on  December  27,  was  a 
distant  cousin  of  Mr.  Eames. 

By  the  terms  of  the  will.  Governor  Dum- 
mer will  receive  a  specific  bequest  of  $50,000 
and  will  also  receive  the  remainder  of  the 
estate  after  this  and  other  bequests  have  been 
honored.  It  is  estimated  that  the  value  of  the 
residuary  estate  will  approach  $200,000.  Miss 
Williams  specified  that  the  entire  amount 
should  become  permanent  endowment  and  that 
the  income  should  be  used  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  school. 

This  gift  is  one  of  the  largest  ever  received 
by  the  school  and  is  particularly  helpful  at 
a  time  when  rising  costs  have  made  it  more 
difficult  for  the  endowed  academies  to  oper- 
ate without  increasing  tuition  charges  or  limit- 
ing scholarship  aid.

His:h  costs 
of  liying  haye  cut  down  directly  on  the  actual 
benefits  which  a  parent  can  giye  his  child 
in  proportion  to  his  original  wish.  To  send 
a  boy  to  a  school  like  Goyernor  Dummer  is 
in  many  cases  a  large  sacrifice  for  the  parents. 

In  order  to  gain  admission  to  college,  the 
boy  must  haye  a  good  secondary  school  back- 
ground.
